Commencement 

Commencement  exercises  were  held  at  eleven  a.  m.  on  Friday, 
June  9th,  in  room  213,  Mr.  Charles  Howland  Russell,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  presiding.  Dr.  Harry  Lyman  Koopman,  Librarian 
of  Brown  University,  spoke  on  “The  Librarian  Himself,”  the  Direc¬ 
tor  made  a  statement  concerning  the  work  of  the  past  year,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Board  bestowed  diplomas  upon  twenty-five  senior  students, 
and  Mr.  W.  W.  Appleton  presented  certificates  to  thirty-seven  juniors. 
Many  of  the  guests  visited  the  school  room  after  the  exercises,  where 
the  bibliographies  and  theses  were  displayed. 

The  hours  preceding  the  exercises  were  spent  by  both  classes  in 
having  the  class  pictures  taken.  The  class  of  1916  left  a  charming 
souvenir  to  the  School  in  the  form  of  a  mahogany  tea-tray,  which  will 
be  very  useful  at  the  social  functions. 


1916-1917 

Eighty-nine  candidates  for  admission  to  the  School  were  exam¬ 
ined  on  June  3rd,  thirty-nine  taking  the  examination  in  the  school¬ 
room  and  fifty  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  abroad.  Twenty- 
seven  states,  Norway  and  Canada  are  represented  among  those  who 
took  the  examination.  Colleges  and  universities  represented  by  gradu¬ 
ates  were:  Brown  University;  University  of  Cincinnati;  Hunter  Col¬ 
lege;  Leland  Stanford  Junior  University;  Mount  Holyoke  College; 
Olivet  College;  Reed  College;  Royal  University  of  Ireland;  Smith 
College;  Wellesley  College;  and  the  Universities  of  Minnesota,  Ne¬ 
braska  and  Washington  State.

These 
monthly  reunions  have  done  much  to  foster  school  spirit  and  will 
be  continued  next  year. 

The  Juniors  gave  a  party  for  the  Faculty  and  Seniors  the  even¬ 
ing  of  May  13th.  The  entertainment  took  the  form  of  a  circus  and 
some  of  the  feats  of  skill  were  never  surpassed  by  professionals.  Our 
foreign  students  appeared  in  their  national  costumes,  and  added  much 
to  the  brilliancy  of  the  occasion.  After  refreshments  were  served, 
all  went  into  Room  68  where  Miss  Linder  gave  a  talk  on  Sweden, 
illustrated  by  stereopticon  views,  and  Miss  Bien  showed  views  of 
our  own  country. 

Several  of  the  students  accompanied  by  Misses  Sutliff  and  Van 
Valkenburgh  visited  West  Point,  by  boat,  Saturday,  May  27th.  It  was 
a  perfect  day,  though  we  were  not  so  fortunate  as  usual  in  seeing  the 
cadets  drill. 

The  annual  School  dinner  took  place  at  Ye  Peg  Woffington  Cof¬ 
fee  House  the  evening  before  Commencement,  as  usual.  The  guests 
were  Dr.  Harry  Lyman  Koopman,  the  Commencement  speaker;  Mr. 
W.  W.  Appleton,  of  the  School  Advisory  Committee;  and  the  Director, 
Mr.  E.  H.  Anderson.  One  hundred  and  seven  were  present.  After 
the  dinner  the  annual  business  meeting  was  held,  and  the  following 
were  elected  officers  of  the  Alumni  Association  for  the  ensuing  year:
